ERFECT CONDITIONS and influences can only be 
insured through an adherence to the strictest 
_ observance of physiological laws. Both parents should 
_ bein the most perfectly expectant and hopeful frame of

Orbital and Axillary Motion. 


Thestellar nucleus, or astral center of the alchemico- 
organic cosmos, has—in addition to its axillary motion 
—a slight eccentricity, the cause of which we will here 
define. All motions in the alchemico-organic cosmos 
are primarily dependent upon mental force, which is 
both voluntary and involuntary, derived from mind 
acting in organic life. Mind invariably acts within 
organic structure, never independently of the form 
in which it resides. In case of the death of one 
body, the indwelling pneumo-psychic existence, with 
mental endowments of love and wisdom, or affection 
and intellect, passes out of the body or form of organic 
lesion into the so called spirit world, but not out of the 
human tabernacle; for when the inner life departs, it is 
transited by absorption into some one or more exist- 
ing forms. Such transition does not obliterate the 
identity nor destroy the individuality, for the spirit 
world is within the realm of mind, and external human 
life, with its form, is the shell or environment of the 
spiritual world. 

There are three distinct regions of the mind, the 
general divisions of which are wisdom and love, inner- 
most; truth and charity, inner; knowledge and good, 
outer. These may be named under the arrangement: 
superior, middle, and inferior, or under. We have here- 
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tofore followed Swedenborg’s nomenclature of these 
degrees or “senses.” The three under the head of wis- 
dom,—wisdom, truth, and knowledge, are degrees of 
light or mental lumin; the three ander the head of love, 
are the three degrees of mental heat. Corresponding to 
these are the physical degrees of light and heat. Light 
and heat are codrdinates on the physical plane, as are 
love and wisdom on the mental plane. Electricity cor- 
responds to light in another degree of the physical, 
while magnetism is heat, occupying the same degree as 
electricity, and is its codrdinate. In the physical realm 
there is a third degree of light or electricity—electricit y 
of a finer and more interior quality, as there is also a 
codrdinate magnetic degree. 

Voluntary thought does not act directly to perpet- 
uate the motion of the alchemico-organic cosmos. Vol- 
untary activity moves in the direction of its own loves, 
- but the involuntary flow of mental force, through the 
law of the correlation of energy, subsides by degrees 
into alchemico-organic energy. The eccentricity of the 
alchemico-organic¢ stellar nucleus, is caused—through 
correspondence—by the excitation of the organo-vital 
stellar nucleus or astral center. In the stellar nucleus 
(astral center), there are four polar centers in the circle 
of the plane of its axillary rotation; one of these poles 
is the pole of heat, the opposite pole is the pole of fri- 
gidity, or the cruosic pole. They are in opposite points 
in the axillary circle, or the equatorial axis. 

In the rotation of the astral center in the space 
which it occupies, it is related to the energy that fills 
space between this nucleus and the circumambient shell 
of the cosmos, for the astral center is the central point 
and pole of all influx, and necessarily the central point 
of all efflux, so that any impulse of energy from the 
astral center acts upon the luminiferous ether of inter- 
space. Any point toward which the caloric (heat) pole

N the beginning of the age Jesus chose twelve apostles, 
making them, as representing the twelve catego- 
ries, the twelve foundation walls of his kingdom;

is directed, responds to the caloric energy transmitted 
from this pole.. Thus the caloric vibration is communi- 
cated to the energy (luminiferous ether) of space. The 
stellar nucleus does not transmit merely one degree of 
caloric energy, for there are as many qualities of energy 
of various degrees of refinement as there are degrees of 
energy generated in the laminze of the cosmic shell. 

Caloric energy is expansile; and when the caloric 
pole is directed toward any part of space, the expansive 
character is imparted by the vibration of expansion,- 
and the expansile pressure pushes the nucleus to one 
side. This lateral momentum is aided by a contraction 
on the opposite side of the axillary circle, because the 
cruosic energy acting upon the ether of space in the 
direction toward which the cruosic pole is determined, 
contracts the ether on that side equal to its expansion 
on the other. These two impulses, the one of contrac- 
tion and the other of expansion, impart to the nucleus 
the slight eccentricity which determines its orbital mo- 
tion, and thence all orbital motions of the alchemico- 
organic cosmic structure. 

A coordinate and right-angle axis to the one de- 
scribed, with its caloric and cruosic pole, is the axis of 
light and darkness,—these poles resting on the same- 
circle, but occupying the two different quarters of the 
circle. The photoic energy acts upon the attenuated 
ether with its own certain vibratory impulse. When 
the opposite pole, the scotoie (dark energy), acts where 
light has previously operated, with its conflicting vibra- 
tions, there obtains the effect of stratification. Photos 
and scotos in conflict, stratify. Upon these two rela- 
tions, depend the stratifications of the alchemico- 
organic-cosmos in all their varieties, and corresponden- 
tially, the true light of intellectuality —in conflict with — 
the mental fallacies of the organo-vital cosmos—acts to 
stratify religious, moral, and social existence.

Every organized tribe or nation has some form of 
religion, and some priestly order to involve the aspira- 
tions of the people who seek their God till conjoined 
with him, by their high Priest of conjunction.

AFAD A CONFESSED partial, hurried, and very 
imperfect examination of the Cellular Cosmogony, 
made in the midst of the hurry of commencement sea- 
son, by the Professor of astronomy in the Nebraska 
State Normal School, he declined to examine the book 
further, assigning as his reason, “I am very tenacious 
of my opinions.” We said to him that we did not see 
how a man could be very certain of his opinions who 
had not seen and carefully considered all the arguments 
against them; and we felt sure he would yet have to 
abandon them.

THE EDITOR. 


HE CHINESE EMPIRE is on the verge of national catas- 
trophe, its greatest revolution. The forces of disintegration 

are at work, and the powers of Western civilization stand ready 
to dismember the old body. The great nations of the world, inclu- 
sive of America, are in the act of swooping down, like vultures, 
to lacerate the skin and dismember the dying form. Viewed in 
the light of scientific prophecy, the events now transpiring in 
the East are of stupendous import. We see in the gathering of 
the warships in the Yellow sea, in the landing of American, 
English, French, and Russian troops on Chinese soil, evidences 
of the end of the age, the terminus of the great cycle through 
which China has maintained its form, while changes and revo- 
lutions have occurred in all other nations of the world; we see 
the evidences of the rapid approach of the world-wide revolu- 
tion, the universal catastrophe, the ccmplete fall and disintegra- 
tion of the old world! Scientific prophecy is rational; it is not 
the result of intuitions, visions, nor dreams; it is not idle spec- 
ulation; it does not belong to the usual order of modern astro- 
logical prognostications. The Koreshan Prophet views the sit- 
uation in the East from the standpoint of comprehension of im- 
mutable law. The critical period is reached when the Christian 
powers focalize to face the dragon for the purpose of the final 
partition of the form! Tne present situation in China is the 
result of activities which have made history for the past nine- 
teen hundred years, activities which have made the Christian 
dispensation what it is. We may trace the line of events. back 
to the center of impulse—to the beginning of the Christian 
church. There has been a great leaven at work during the age 
—the divine life in corruption through the processes of the 
Cross of the dispensation. That cross, that leaven, was the 
cause of the crusades, of the medieval and modern wars, the 
present chaos, and the final revolution of the cycle. The con- 


flict has passed down through all the vitals of the universal 
man; the substances have sifted through the early church; 
through the great Roman empire; through the extremities, the 
limbs of the body; and we have now come to the time when, 
through the influence of Christian civilization, the breaking up 
of the environ of the old world, the disintegration of the skin, 
the dismemberment of China, must occur. The Christian 
powers must invade the Chinese territory, neutralize its cohe- 
sion, and destroy its peace. The opium forced upon the Chinese 
by England has deadened the nerves for the final operation. 
The missionaries from Christian countries have preached the 
perverted gospel to the Celestials; Western influences have 
pushed inward from the coast cities, and the people of China 
have been reduced to a state of ferment; and the present cru- 
sade against foreigners in China is but the effort of the old 
body, the skin of the old world, to maintain its form. It is 
a struggle against the inevitable; the oldest nation in the earth 
is ready to go to pieces. It is the environ of humanity at large, 
and when the skin is broken, the whole body passes into the 
throes of revolution, the final convulsions before the creation 
of the New Man, the establishment of the genuine Celestial 
Empire, the dawn of the New Age! 


Raphael, the great English astrologer, has made some 
startling predictions for 1900. He leaves the usual plane of 
shocking the world with earthquakes, and of advising the peo- 
ple to plant garden seeds on the dark side of the moon~ instead 
of on their farms; he invades the domain of the church, and — 
makes the eclipse of May 28, 1900, the significant phenomenon 
of the year, portending disaster to Christendom. Concerning 
the eclipse and its significance, Raphael says: ‘This eclipse is 
a very important one, and its effects will be far-reaching and 
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lasting. Occurring as it does when the moon is in Gemini, and 
"near the cusp of the ninth house, it points to great changes and 
“schisms in the church; it will toll the knell of the Protestant 
‘church. Its young clergy, intoxicated with forms and cere- 
‘monies foreign to the simple worship of Deity, will bring about 
its separation from the state. The thinking portion of man- 
kind, being disgusted, will turn away from the church and em- 
brace other creeds, or no creed at all. Materialism will increase, 
_ and the minds of men will become debased. All this will not 
_ happen at once, but this eclipse will set the: ball rolling. - This 
_ is the more certain, as the eclipse occurs in close opposition to 


_ Jupiter and Uranus, which denotes the great changes it will- 


produce in the minds of men.’’ The year 1839 began a new Era 
in human history; at that time there was a great movement in 
_ the church looking toward the coming of the Messiah, just as 
_ when Jesus was born there was a great Messianic movement— 
“all men were in expectation of Him.” 1870 was another great 
year—the year of the illumination of KORESH, the year when 
the strength of Catholicism was transferred from the pope to the 
genuine and legitimate Apostolic Successor. 1900 begins an- 
other 30 year period, and we can read in the stars in humanity, 
_and in the position of the Sun on the human ecliptic, as well as 
in the constellations and movements in the physical heavens, 
‘the fact that 1900 is the year of rapid disintegration of the 
daughters of the great mother of harlots. We must connect the 
fall of the church with the ascendency of the Messiah, as we 
know that darkness is dispelled by the rising of the sun! 


We can never have an effect without a cause; there can be 
no momentum without an impulse. The blood could never 
reach the extremities of circulation if it were not for the heart 
to force the blood into all the branches of the arterial system. 
_ We have the pulse because there is the impulse from the heart. 
We have reached the scientific age, when the external mind 
must grasp the knowledge of the universe; the divine impulse 
has reached the outermost limit of human life, the outermost 
‘mental atmosphere. Science is truth in ultimates, the ramifica- 
‘tion of all truth. The world has been ramified during the age 
of Pisces, the age of prolification. If there has been ramifica- 
tion, it is due to the fact that nineteen hundred years ago the 
“Ram appeared ; there must be the Ram before the world can be 
ramified. In the body, the heart is the center of distribution ; 
itsends the blood through all the ramifications of circulation. 
Ram signifies to beget, to propagate life; to ram is to thrust, 
drive, or force; and the words, battering-ram, hydraulic-ram, 
water-ram, etc., are in keeping with this thought. The word 
ramify means to branch out, or shoot out. There must be a 
ource of all branches. Jesus said, ‘‘I am the true Vine, and ye 
‘are the branches.” He was the Ram, the Lion, the heart; the 
hurch was the body into which his blood was driven to the last 
“degree, to the extremity of the circulation of the age. He was 
the central man, the central cell or corpuscle, which was con- 
‘sumed, Now, at the end of this age, the fires of purification and 
transmutation are circumferential, and the world will soon be 
startled by thousands of cases of mysterious disappearance, ow- 
ing to the fact that circumferential human corpuscles will enter 
the great conflagration and become immortal. 


One of the greatest truths the modern world has to learn, is 
that the natural humanity is the habitat of spirits, the environ 
the spiritual world. The hells as well as the heavens, are 


inthe brain of man. MKoreshanity analyzes the natural world, 
and defines and locates the world of spirit; but there are people 
who conclude that in Koreshanity natural and spiritual things 
“are very much confused. Let us take a glance atthe popular 
view: It is supposed that God exists in space, and that heaven 


and hell are in space somewhere; that the solar system, the stars 
and nebulze, which are material, occupy the same space that God 
occupies, for God is supposed to be infinite spirit, while the 
suns, planets, and stars are material. As to whether hell is out- 
side of the universe, there is no definite conclusion; but heaven 
is always referred to as being up, while hell is down. Just how 
there could be up and down in an infinite universe of worlds 
whirling up and down in every direction at the same time, the 
astronomer has never been able to explain! It is supposed that 
when a wicked man leaves this world by the underground route, 
his spirit goes directly to a hell of literal fire, and is there tor- 
mented until the resurrection, when his spirit is united with his 
body, and both are sent to the same hell in which the spirit 
alone was confined! The usual idea is, that God is without 
body and without parts; but since the ascension of Jesus, ac- 
cording to the usual conception, at least one third of the God- 
head has been composed of flesh—a natural body existing in the 
spiritual heavens. If such views do not constitute a general 
confusion of misconceptions of natural and spiritual things, we 
do not know what confusion is! 


A German scientist at Athens announces the discovery of 
evidences that the ancient Ulysses, the great hero of the siege 
of Troy, and the inventor of the wooden horse by means of 
which the city was captured, was a real man, and not a myth; 
and the scientist expects to further explore the island of Ithaca 
for more complete proof. The evidences are, of course, mere 
relics, but may be ample to prove that the actual personality 
lived in the world of tangible humanity. Somebody, about 
4,000 years ago, possessed sufficient mental force to impress the 
world with the memory of his character and name until this 
time, and it is far more reasonable to conclude that that char- 
acter was a man possessing the name, than a myth! In this 
period of skepticism, much of history is being questioned; the 
memory of humanity is failing, and beyond the limit of a few 
centuries, records of extraordinary events are looked upon with 
suspicion. The world may conclude from the evidence of relics, 
that ancient characters actually lived and breathed, and that 
Jesus was really a man! But the best actual, tangible, present 
evidence that Jesus lived as a personality, is the fact of his 
world-wide influence. But was the Goddess of Liberty a per- 
sonality? The Goddess of Liberty existed in the personality 
of George Washington. Every idea, every ideal, whether in 
reality or in fiction, originated in personality—and there is no 
escape from the conclusion ! 


The century question is one which has aroused considerable 
discussion at the end of the past several centuries ; but a more 
insuperable problem is that of the division of the year into 
months, and months into days. The basis of the calendars now 
in use throughout the civilized world, was laid by Julius Cæsar. 
The Gregorian calendar is a mere patch on the Julian calendar; 
it represented the best effort of the Roman Catholics to improve 
on the Roman calendar. In Russia, where the Julian calendar 
is still in use, there is a movement in the direction of the adop- 
tion of the Gregorian system. A new calendar, invented by an 
American, is being presented to the Russian authorities for con- 
sideration. It takes the astronomers’ conclusions as to the 
length of the solar year as 365 days, 5 hours, 48 minutes, and 
48.05 seconds, but divides the year into 13 months of 28 days 
each, leaving one day, 5 hours, 48 minutes, and 48.05 seconds 
surplus, which make an intercalated week at the proper place in 
every sixth year. The attractive feature of this calendar is its 
uniformity ; it has no leap years; it has an unchangeable sys- 
tem of holidays ; according to it the year always begins on Mon- 
day and ends on Saturday, and the weeks and months begin 
always on the samedays. The patching of calendars as well as of 
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other things is in order (in disorder, rather !) until the Koreshan 
System revolutionizes the whole world. 


The year 1900 is the year of conventions, conferences, 
councils, and congresses— gatherings of the various fraternities, 
brotherhoods, and religious and scientific bodies and societies. 
Many of these conventions are of women’s societies, in which 
woman displays a vigorous determination to make a showing 
alongside the serious affairs of men. There is one striking 
feature about all conventions in this scientific age: They are 
held, not for the purpose of making declarations of the truth, 
but for the purpose of shaking ideas together in a dice-box, and 
counting the dots.

“It is hard to say anything original nowadays.” It de- 
pends on the mind that endeavors to be original.

We are endeavoring to awaken the world 
to a realization of the fact that that which 
is called science, and which is applied in 
the affairs of the world in these times of 
the devil’s mismanagement of the uni- 
verse, is nothing but the veriest nonsense; 
and it is not a waste of time to get right 
down to fundamental facts of the earth’s 
tangible contour in order to prove to the 
world that modern scientists are promul- 
gating vagaries, and that the Truth has 
come to save the world! 


The laws of life are expressed and are 
operative in the physical cosmos; and if 
the universe has been the subject of so 
much concern on the part of the Almighty 
throughout all eternity past, that he 
might maintain his existence as an or- 
ganic structure, a gigantic cell which en- 
virons his own life and the life of all; if 
the Almighty has found it absolutely nec- 
essary to remain inside in order to insure 
the perpetuity of his own life, we certainly 
should be concerned about the question 
of living in the same universe in which 
God lives ! 

The scientific religion must be. thor- 
oughly scientific; it must be the knowl- 
edge of man and cosmos, the Creator and 
the created. The world needs a religion 
that shall be so scientific as to make man 
as wise as the God that rules the uni- 
verse ; it needs a science that shall bind 
man back to God, and make him as good 
as the God of humanity. The world needs 
a science which shall at once discover the 
mysteries of creation, the Cause and the 
effect, the microcosm and the macrocosm, 
the perfect man and the physical world ; 
it needs a religion that shall enable man 
to so apply the scientific laws of existence 
as to come in conjunction with Deity 
himself. 

Koreshanity is that great System of 
Science which enables man to comprehend 
the invisible or spiritual world from the 
basis of its correlate expression in the 
world of matter—in the tangible organo- 
vital world of humanity, and its ultimate 
expression in the alchemico-organic cos- 
mos.

The Cellular Cosmogony dem- 
onstrates the personality and the human- 
ity of Deity, and demonstrates that the 
functions of creation are Messianic. If 
the universe has center and circumference; 
if it has a central sun and a firmamental 
environ, then that center is the central 
pole of replenishment, and there must bea 
coordinate or corresponding center of hu- 
manity, which baptizes and _ vitalizes 
humanity as the sun baptizes the world 
of physical life.

Please explain to me what is meant by 
the passage, “As a tree falleth, so shall it 
be.”

With the 
thought that the fate of a man is fixed at 
what is called death—that as a man dies, 
whether good or bad, so shall he remain 
forever—it has been easy to adapt the 
text to the thought. The words of Solo- 
mon have no reference to the end of the 
career of a vidual in one embodiment, as 
is supposed; the doctrine that there is 
just one earth-lifé for each man is an ab- 
surdity; the idea has no basis either in 
Scripture or in fact. 

The Jewish church was a dispensational 
tree; it fell, and remained as it was— 
where it was; it has made no further 
progress. Christianity is a tree, and it 
has likewise fallen. A vidual cannot be 
said to fall when he enters corruptible 
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dissolution; and if he remained in the 
place where he died, all that he was,— 
spirit, soul, and body, could he enter the 
spiritual world, and could he at any time 
leave the plane of death, the place where 
he went, and live again? The tree that 
falls and remains in the place where it 
falls, according to the text, falls either 
‘‘toward the north”’ or ‘‘toward the south” 
—in the direction of the poles. The 
fallen church lies in the direction of the 
poles of humanity’s involution.

Kindly explain the symbolic meaning of 
Adam’s rib, his wife, and two sons; also 
state what is meant by Cain and Abel. 

You may understand Adam better if 
you take Jesus as the typical man, and 
the Christian dispensation as the typical 
dispensation; for Jesus was Adam, Get 
the old idea of Adam entirely out of mind, 
and begin anew. Adam was the Messiah, 
the Son of God, and his wife is the Bride, 
the Lamb’s Wife, to which the Scriptures 
refer. Rib signifies strength; from the 
strength of potency imparted by Jesus to 
his church, the New Jerusalem, the 
Mother of the Living, is developed and 
finally manifested. His strength was 
taken from him when he fell asleep in the 
dark ages of the medieval period. When 
a seed is planted, the slayer and the slain 
result; the seed dies; it generates the 
forces which kill its life. Abel means 
grass, and grass is flesh; the animal life 
of Jesus descended and died in the race; 
that life was slain by Cain. At the end 
of the age, there are both selection and 
rejection; that which is accepted and that 
which is rejected,—the offerings of Abel 
and Cain, respectively. Seth is the com- 
pensation, the new offspring in the resur- 
rection.

Chicago, on Sunday afternoon, June 10, 
1900, on the great subjects of the processes 
and fruits of human progress; and that 
unusual interest was manifest was evident 
to all who observed the group of inquirers 
which gathered about the Lecturer at the 
conclusion of his address, and elicited a 
number of interesting replies to pertinent 
questions concerning Koreshan Science. 

In sharp contrast with the vagaries of 
the modern world concerning the coming 
of the Christ, KORESH placed some funda- 
mental principles and conclusions of 
Koreshanity. Unlike the theories that 
the Lord will come down from the sky at 
some indefinite period of the future, 
Koreshanity maintains that the Christian 
dispensation is of definite length, and 
may be definitely known, and that it is of 
a definite length because the Christ has 
been in humanity during the dispensation, 
and that when he comes he will come oul 
of the human world, born into the world 
the same as any other human being.

Also out of 
the midst thereof came the likeness of 
four living creatures.» And this was their 
appearance: they had the likeness of a 
man.” He saw God in symbols; he saw 
involution and evolution; he saw the ani- 
mal characteristics of Deity; and when 
they were all in unity, in one form, that 
form was a man! 

The fact that God has an animal life was 
shown by the symbols which the prophet 
saw, He saw the face of a lion, of a bul- 
lock, of a man, and of an eagle. These ani- 
mals represent specific powers and func- — 
tions of divine life, as well as their perver- 
sions. The lion is the heart, and the 
heart is the center of collection and dis- 
tribution. The power of divine commerce 
was in the Son of God,in the Man, The 
bullock represents the power of liberty, as 
wellas the power of oppression in the 
perverted sense. The face of the man 
represents another animal characteristic 


` of Deity, and the face of the eagle, still 


another. Jesus came nineteen hundred 
years ago as the Lion and the Lamb; and 
the power which tore him to pieces, the 
power by which he was theocrasised, was 
the power of the eagle, by which he was 
transformed and transmitted to his church 
in fulfilment of the declaration, ‘<W hoso 
eateth my flesh and drinketh my blood, 
hath eternal life, and I will raise him up 
at the last day.” 

The Tree of Life is the great circle of 
the Zodiac in humanity; it bears its fruit 
every twelfth division of the great cycle 
of the Zodiac, and that fruit appears in 
the Garden of Eden. Nineteen hundred 
years ago the geographical location of the 
Garden of Eden was in Palestine, God’s 
Garden is where he sows his seed; the

America is entering into the world-wide 
commercial competition of the great na- 
tions of the earth, It is the lesson of des- 
tiny and duty. America enters the arena 
with supreme confidence, supported by 
the prophecy ot Washington, that there 
would come a time when this nation would 
hold place among empires, upheld by the 
acts of Jefferson, and impelled by tle 
patriotism of William McKinley. 

The nation which makes the waste por- 
tions of the earth productive, is a bene- 
factor of all the human race. Our un- 
sought acquisitions of undeveloped island 
territories in the Atlantic and Pacific, 
inseparable from our victory in the war 
with Spain, have given us unexpected and 
unrivaled opportunities in the commercial 
and moral development of the world. ‘lo 
obtain our share of the benefits incident 
to this development, we must take an 
active part in the affairs of nations, and 
cheerfully assume whatever burdens and 
responsibilities our position as a world 
power imposes. 

Porto Rico and Cuba are nearer to Chi- 
cago than was the Louisiana Territory at 
the time of its purchase for $15,000,000, 
with its 800,000 square miles; while Hawaii 
and the Philippine Islands are nearer to 
New York now than was California at the 
time of its acquisition, fifty-five years ago. 

Our commercial and territorial expan- 
sion have advanced together, hand in 
hand. The wealth of India, Africa, Austra- 
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lia, and the Orient has for years been pour- 
ing into the lap of England, which is, after 
all, only a limited workshop. Unlike the 
United States, she is obliged to purchase 
abroad nearly all her raw materials, even 
being unable to feed her own people out 
of her own resources. 

The population of the United States has 
not by any means reached the point where 
the territory of the United States on the 
North American continent is not able to 
employ or sustain it, but the boundless 
energy of the Yankee leaps beyond the 
limits of his native land. He can’t wait, 


for he does not go upon the principle that 
all things come to him who waits. His 
maxim is: “All things come to him who 
hustles while he waits.” 

The question may arise, Why did the 
possession of, rather than trade with, these 
islands increase our opportunity for the 
expansion of American commerce? The 
answer lies in the fact that the trade of a 
nation follows its flag, 

If you want instead of commercial ex- 
pansion commercial contraction, just let 
the door of China be slammed in your 
faces. If you prefer commercial contrac- 
tion to commercial expansion, let Eng- 
land, France, Germany, and Russia parti- 
tion the Celestial Empire among them- 
selves, thus effectually preventing you 
from securing your share of the immense 
commerce that is there to be developed in 
the next few years; leave the transisth- 
mian canal for France or England or Ger- 
many to build and control; permit Japan 
to lay and operate the Pacific cables; turn 
over the Philippines, Hawaii, and Guam 
to Germany or England; give back Porto 
Rico to Spain; beg some nation or other 
to relieve us from our responsibilities in 
Cuba; retreat completely from our new po- 
sition as the paramount power of the 
Pacific; abdicate as the arbiter and guar- 
dian of the destinies of the Western Hem- 
isphere, and, snail-like, crawl back into 
our shell, content to leave to less timid 
hands the sturdy hewing of the world’s 
destiny in the twentieth century.—Liecut.- 
Gov. Woodruff, of-N. Y., in Chicago Trib-
